David Coughlin, who has deen for some 
time past residing in the real 
ot 217 Elm street with his wife and 
litt}@daughter, was discovered, to-day, to be 
suffering, with his family from yellow fever, and 
all three were sent down to Quarantine. 

He has been living in a state of great destitu- 
tion, the only turniture of the room which he 
inhabited being an old chair, a goods box and 
a mattress. He was visited first by Dr. Dixon, 
who thought he had the fever, and the 
diagnosis was confirmed subsequently 
by Doctors Kilpatrick, Robinson 


and Dorsett. When he was removed from the 
coarse pallet upon which he was lying; he 
vomited fieely. His wite appears 
te be recovering from a similar 
attack, and while the ehild seems to be well it 
was deemed best to send it on to Quarantine 
with its parents. 

Coughlin came up to St. Louis five weeks ago 
on the Grand Tower, and it is regarded as sin- 
gular that the disease had not hitherto reveal- 

ed itself. 

The house was theroughly fumigated by Mr. 
Korzendorfer, und all the household effects 
taken charge of until the return ot the family 
from Quarantine.

Afghanistan. 
SITUATION AT CABUL. 
By Cable to Western Associated Press. 

LONDON, September 8.—A dispatch from 
Calcutta says from the imperfect information 
obtainable, there seems to be good reason to 
favor the view that the disaffection has 
not spread all over Afghanistan, but that the 
affair is merely a local emeute, which will 
speedily disappear when the British troops 
arrive at Cabul. 

FAITH IN THE AMEER. 

The Government apparently does not doubt 
the fidelity ofthe Ameer, Badsbah Khan’s 
adhesion to the British cause is valuable as 
removing what might have been a 
serious obstacle to the advance from 
Koorum to  Cabul. The fact that 
insurgeats did not wait until the winter snow 
had blocked the passes or even until the Brit- 
ish had evacuated Candahar seems to indicate 
the rising was wholly unpremeditated. 

THE KOORUM COLUMN, 
which will be the first to move on Cabul, is in 
excellent condition, not having suffered from 
cholera. It consists of the second bat- 
talion of the Eighth Regi- 
ment, Sixty-seventh Regiment, Seventy- 
second and Ninety-second, the Highlanders, 
two mountain and two field batteries, one bat- 
tery horse artillery, three regiments of native 
infantry and three cavalry and one regiment 
of pioneers. The movement by the Khyber 
Pass is intended to support the main advance 
by way of Peiwar Pass. 
THE NINE TROOPERS. 

A dispatch from Allahabad states that nine 
troopers of the escort who escaped were ab- 
sent from the city collecting forage at the 
time of the outbreak. 

Mutmeers finally burned down the doorway 
of the Embassy and swarmed in.

HOW IT HAPPENED. 
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The Terrible Accident to a Wabash 
Freight Train,

Whereby Two Men Lost Their Lives and 
One was Fearfully Injured.

A Loose Bolt the Probable Cause of the 
Wreck. 


A very bad accident happened to the Wabash 
Railroad near Edwardsvilie, III., yesterday 
morning, at 1:40, by which John Corcoran, an 
engineer, and Charles Niemeyer, a brakeman, 
were killed, and James Fitzsimmons, a fire- 
man, very badly wounded. Edwards 
ville is about ten miles east of 
St. Louis. The accident happened at 
Carpenter’s, a little side station, a mile and a 
half from Edwardsville. The west-bound 
freight, No. 53, hauled by engine No. 109, was 
coming into St. Louis, and was running at the 
rate of 

SIXTEEN MILES AN HOUR. 
When the switch was reached the engine 
plunged off the track into a gully and drew af- 
ter it thirteen cars, all of 
which were thrown up into a 
smashed heap. It was a frighttul 
wreck, As soon as the shock was felt the con- 
ductor, Samuel Adams, who was in the ca- 
oose, rushed up to the head of the train and 
saw the situation in a glance. It was dark and 
raining, making it next to impossible to work, 
but the train men did their best, and 
soon tound the engineer and brake 
man dead and the fireman unconscious 
The engineer was found sitting in his seat with 
his left arm around the neck of the brakeman. 
Both of them were killea by scalding. The 
fireman was caught in the act ot Ly mping, 
and was held between the engine and tender. 
His leg was badly broken, one of his hands was 
frightfully mangled and he was suffer- 
from internal injuries. None 

the three had time to escape, 
as the crash came all of a sudden without any 
warning. The engine was eompletely wrecked, 
as well as the thirteen cars, but the work ot re- 
moving the debris was eommeneed immediately 
by a force of hands sent out tor the purpose, 
and the track was 

SOON CLEARED 

for regular traffic. 

The cause ofthe accident was a misplaced 
switch. The light hanging on the switch indi- 
cated a clear track, and tnere was no halt what 
ever intended by No. 53, but when she came 
slong she ran right off the main track, theswiten 
having been turned. How this happened to be 
so, is a mystery. The statement mad: by the 
Globe Democrat, this morning, that there 
was an east bound freight train, on the side 
track isa mistake. There was no train whatever 
on the side track, but one had passed some 
tive hours before the accident happened. The 
gonductor says he leit the switch pro- 
perly placed and the main track clear. ter

This is dangerous, as th to 
are liable to 4 — loose and fall off uno 
served. They should be tastened more'secure 
ly, and the Wabash will probably 

LEARN A GOOD LESSON 
by this deplorable accident. No employe of 
the company is responsible for it, but, in all 
probability, the company itself is the responsi- 
bie party. 

John Corcoran, the dead engineer, was 
twenty-six years old and unmarried. The sum 
of $251 was found in his pocket-book, and he 
was a very worthy young man. His remains 
were taken to Morrow, Ohio, where his parents 
live. Charles Niemey er, the brakeman, was 
twenty-five years old, and lived at Decatur, 
Iumois. 

Jas. Fitzsimmons is twenty years old, 
and lives at Litchfield, III. He will probably 
recover, though it is thought to-day that his 
leg must be amputated. lie will be left ina 
most crippled condition. 

There will be an investigation of the accident, 
when other facts may come out. The loss to 
the company will be considerable, but how 
much cannot be ascertained at present.

Economy in the Management of the 
School Funds. 


Brighter, Prospects than Ever Heretofore 


Known in St. Louis. 

The St, Louis public schools opened this 
morning at 9 o’clock for the season of 1879- 
80, with brighter prospects and fuller rolls than 
they have ever known before, 

The schools of St. Louis are eighty- 

number, and 2 sweating 
éapacity for about 
pupils. The tact that last a * — = un 
der six years of age were excluded reduced 
the enumeration four thousand three hundred, 


| while the usual increase was thirty-six hun- 
' dred, thus making the net decrease on tue 


year before seven hundred, but the effect will 
be to increase this year's  enroll- 
ment very largely, as not only 
the natural accretion, but also those who were 
last year excluded, will come in. 

The first day ‘wilt always show somewhat a 
larger enrollment than the subsequent attend 
ance for a week or two, and hence is not a eer- 
tain index of the number of scholars. It igex- 
pected, however, that the pupils will amount 
to between 48, 000 and 49,000. 

As economy is fo be the order of the day, 
several new rules have been established by the 
board, all looking toward retrenchment. 
Teachers are obliged to report every Wednes- 
day the exact number of pupils in their care, 
and whenever the account falls below 
the quota alletted to each teacher, transfers 
will be made until each teacher has the requir- 
ed pupils, This quota for the lower four grades 
is sixty scholars; for the next three, fifty; and 
for the higher forty. It is intended to press 
this rule very strictly, and to drop all teachers 
not absolutely required.

It will be seen from the table that the salaries 
inthe Normal and High Schools have 
dropped $1,100. In the Fust Branck High 
School, the Franklin, Peabody, Doug 
lass and Blew schools, in whieh the ninth 
grade bas been discontinued, the grammar 
schools have been increased $20,000, and the 
evening schools cut $10,000. This last action 
is explained as an attempt by the 
officers to make the night

At the Superintendent’s Office. 

The office of the Superintendent was crowded 
to-day from S o’clock till 4te so great an ex 
tent that the business of the 
office proceeded but slowly.

The most remarkable feature of the present 
year will de the employment of German Ea 
glisn teachers, which last year was only 
an experiment. The method will be 
to place, it possible, one German 
English teacher upon each floor of the schools, 
teaching her ordinary class the greater part of 
hertime, and then yielding her class to an- 
other teacher from the same floor while she 
teaches German im the second teacher's room. 
As for some time heretofore this class of teach- 
ers will receive some additional pay, but it is 
expected that when the — is thoroughly 
established the salary will be ng more than tor 
English teachers. 


The German Problem. 

The fight against. German is watched 
with considerable interest at the office 
of the School Board, and while the offi- 
cials are extremely non-committal, it is easily 
enough seen that they are in favor of retaining 
German. They say that in St. Louis, if the con- 
test is not stopped in time by thé acéeptance 


of some unobjectionable system, the scliools 
will eventually get into the condition of those 
in Cincinnati, where a compromise born of a 
similar contest has placed the district schools 
under one management and the nigh schools 
under arother. As to the eventual issue the 
Superintendents seem to think that it will not 
come up foranother year, as the approaching 
election in the School Board is 
apt to make the members evenly divided on 
the question. 

Mr. Harris said that the ndchildren of 
Germans now me educated in the Public 
Schools together with the Americans will be as 
American as the grandchildren of heatuckians 
moving into Missouri.

But it 
should be remembered tkat Illinois is chief- 
ly acorn-producing State, and that of its 
25,000,000 acres under cultivation almost 
nine-tenths are devoted to corn, not wheat.

the very Gibralter of the Republican party. 
Elections were supposed to be mere forms, 
a simple register of the work of Republican 
conventions. 

When last year the news came that the 
Republicans had lost Maine it created as 
much sensation as if the Democrats had 
lost Kentucky, or the Republicans had car- 
ried Missouri. It was a complete surprise. 
But though the contest carried on by Mr. 
Blaine and the Republican leaders this year 
was the most desperate probably ever known 
in the history of politics—the election in- 
volving not only Mr. Blaine’s prestige as a 
leader and his Presidential possibilities, 
but fa seat in the United States Sen- 
ate, the Governorship, the whole 
State government and the control 
of the Legislature—the Republicans 
are by no means sure of reconquering the 
State. On the contrary. The special cor- 
respondent of the Boston Herald, who had 
traveled all over the State and seems to be 
entirely reliable, telegraphed as follows last 
Saturday, after the campaign had prac- 
tically closed: 


There will be no election by the people. The 
vote for Garcelon, Democrat, will be larger 
than has been generally estimated during the 
campaign. The hope still entertained in some 
‘@uarters that enough Democrats will vote for 
Smith, Greenback, to elect him on the popular 
vote, has very little basis. The combined ma- 
jority against the Republicans will be fully as 
large as last year. With a fair expression of 
the people it would be 40,000. The Republicans 
bave tought a brilliant campaign, have an 
immense tund for use on Monday, and 
will secure niue-tenths of the float - 
ing and doubtful vote. An overwhelming rout 
Ful thus be averted. The Greenback 
and Democratic opposition will carry at least 
twelve ot the sixteen counties. The Republii- 
cans concede the loss of the Senate. The great 
fight is on the House of Representatives, the 
composition of which will, under our peculiar 
election laws, determine the question of who 
shall be Governor. Here, too, the opposition 
will gain the victory. The majority against 
the Republicans cannot be less than twenty- 
five members, and the chance is excellent that 
it will reach forty. This county (Washington) 
will go Greenback by about three hundred 
majority. Last year it was carried by 
the Republicans. The final result will be that 
Joseph L. Smith will be the next Governor of 
Maine. 

To understand these predictions the pe- 


culiar law of Maine must be understood, 
which requires an absolute majority of all 
the votes cast for an election by the people. 
If neither candidate receives such absolute 
majority—as was the ‘case last year, when 
the total vote was divided between three 
candidates, a Republican, a Greenbacker, 
and a Democrat—the House of Represen- 
tatives has to present the names of two of 
the candidates to the Senate and the Sen- 
ate chooses either of the two for Governor. 
Now last year the curious law led 
to this curious result. The Republicans 
had a majority in the Senate,but the Green- 
back-Democratic coalition obtained a ma- 
jority in the lower house and presented the 
names of Dr. Garcelon, the Democratic 
candidate, and Mr. Joseph Smith, the can- 
didate of the Greenbackers. Though the 
former had received the smallest popular 
vote the Republican Senate preferred him 
to the Greenbacker and made him Gover- 
nor. 

This year, however, the result is 
likely to be different. The coalition will, 
it is thought, serely control the new Senate, 
and, if it also succeeds in electing a major- 
ity of the lower house, the next Governor 
willbe Mr. Smith, the Greenback candi- 
date, not Dr. Garcelon. 

The real result of the election will, 
therefore, depend upon the lower 
house of the Legislature. If the Demo- 
cratic-Greenback coalition succeeds, it will 
take complete possession of the State gov- 
ernment, make a Greenbacker Governor, 
send a Democrat to the United States Senate 
to succeed old Hannibal Hamlin, and bury 
Jim Blaine as a presidential candidate in 
1880. 


CENTRALIZATION IN PLACE OF SE- 
CESSION. 


It was an unusual sight to see the Vice- 
President of the United States preside over 
a partisan convention. Still, it was a more 
unusual speech for a Vice-President of the 
United States which Mr. Wheeler made the 
other day. 

Republican journals are full of praise of 
it, and call is a “powerful effort.” We do | 
net dissent. It is a speech full of the 
strongest language and the strongest senti- 
ments. It is stalwart to the core. It is 


equal to any bloody shirt“ effort Morton 


ever made. It is almost worthy of Blaine 
Or Zach Chandler. 

Well, let us examine this carefully pre- 
pared effort, to ascertain what Republican- 
ism really means. Mr. Wheeler is not only 
Vice-President of the United States, but 
he is generally regarded as the representa- 
tive of the better elements of his party. 
Let us see how this high-priest of Repub- 
licanism, this most eminently respectable 
authority, expounds the true faith of the 
party in power. 

Mr. Wheeler lost no time, but jumped at 
once into the heart of his subject. Speak- 
ing about the issues of to-day, he only went 
back twenty years to denounce the “slave 
power,“ and draw a ghastly picture of what 
it had cost to preserve “national sovereign- 
ty.“ Here is the first sample ef the man- 
ner in which an apostle of Republicanism 
discusses the issues of the day: 

A half million of the detenders of that sov- 
ereignty were sleeping in soldiers’ graves. The 
blood of hundreds of battle-fields, the emblems 
of mourning, the tears in a million ot sacrifi- 
cial homes, the bereft, the desolate, the help- 
less, the scarred, and the wasted, encountered 
on every hand, attested the costliness of the 
sacrifices which had been made forthe national 
life. We then confidently believed that, by an 
immutable law of the Supreme Ruler, such 
sacrifices had not been made in vain; that the 
nation’s blood, the nation’s tears and the na- 
tion’s treasures had tound compensation in 
the destruction of the germ of the fatal heresy 
of secession. 

But the simple question, we ask, is, What 
has all this to do with the questions of to- 
day? Admit that every word of the above 
be true, what has it to do with the living 
issues of the day? The more terrible the 
war was, the more terrible is the crime of 
those who to-day, for partisan ends alone, 
insist upon keeping its bloody memories 
forever fresh, and thereby make real 
union and a real peace impossible. 


Whatever sacrifices were brought in 
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can leaders like Mr. peler, with their 
shrieks for a solid North,“ their falsehoods 
about the South and their infamous asser- 
tion that the Union is to-day again threat- 
ened by the doctrine of secession—again as 
much threatened and by the same elements 
that threatened it twenty yearsago. 

Not secession, but centralization, is the 
danger ta te Union to-day. 

Secession is dead forever. The worst 
result it left is that upon its grave grew, 
like a mushroom, the strange system of a 
centralized, semi-military and corrupt gov- 
ernment, with deflance of the will of the 
people and the Constitution as the corner- 
stone, and power and plunder as the object! 

But let us quote more from the Vice- 
President’s speech: 

To-day we are here confronting the conse- 
quences of the magnanimity of the govern- 
ment, and of its wasted and despised efforts 
to conciliate its late armed assailants. Inthe 
light of recent events, it is not hyperbole to 
inguire, was the surrender of Appomattox a 
wretched hollow truce, patched up to enable 
the rebellion to choose a new line of assault 
upon the Union, and was the mushroom Con- 
federacy proclaimed at Montgomery really a 
failure, or are the founders and ideas to be- 
come the living, . controlling forces of the 
country? The spirit which defied the authori- 
ty and sought to destroy the unity of the Re- 
public has again taken living form in a solid 
South. 

Which is utterly absurd. The authority of 


the United States is actually more respected 
in the South, whatever the motives may be, 
than inthe North. There is not an intelli- 
gent and impartial Republican who does 
not know that there would have been re- 
sistance, lawlessness, violence, actually 
rebellion against the national authority 
either in Ohio or Massachusetts,or any other 
State of New England or the North, if such 
a monstrous rule and robbery had been 
forced upon it as the carpet-bag era forced 
upon the poor and plundered South. This 
charge against the South is réally ludi- 
crously absurd. For in the very same 
breath the South is charged— 

That it means to destroy the national 
government as in 1861, and 

That it means to take possession 
and most complete possession of that same 
Government for its pleasure and enjoyment! 

Now, if the South means to destroy the 
Government, it certainly cannot enjoy its 
power; if it means to enjoy the latter, how- 
ever, it will certainly not destroy it. 

Now, which is true? The two charges 
contradict each other completely. They 
are both false. Undoubtedly, the South has 
returned to its just share of self-govern- 
ment, which our laws and institutions al- 
low. But this is all. This is necessary. 
This is the very thing for which the war 
was fought. The very object of that war 
was the very thing Mr. Wheeler so laments 
—that the South and these very Rebels“ 
should come back into the Union, should 
come back into Congress and take part in 
the government, to restore the Union as it 
was; restore a country great by its Consti- 
tution, its equal rights, its system of self- 
government, and its universal liberty, a 
common people, a common flag, a common 
history, a common destiny. Mr. Wheeler 
and the Republican leaders object 
now to all this. They openly regret that 
the South is back in the Union. They open- 
ly assert that they madea mistake in treat- 
ing the South too magnanimously.“ Now 
this can only admit of one construction: 

Mr. Wheeler is sorry the South is back in 
the Union. 

Mr. Wheeler says that the Republicans 
made a terrible mistake when they allowed 
the South to return on the old constitution- 
al and equal basis. 

Mr. Wheeler and the Republicans all as- 
sert that this return ofthe South to Con- 
gress is a great danger to the Union. So 
practically this is the position of Republi- 
canism to-day : 

It regrets that the Union was really re- 
stored. 

It wishes the South could be kicked out 
of the Union. 

It is not only inclined, but inferentially 
pledged to do so as soon as it has the pow- 
er. 

It is that if Republicanism bad 
a Republican majority in both houses 
of. Congress to-day it would immediately 
proceed to kick the South out of Congress, 
and practically out of the Union, by reduc- 
ing it to the position of a conquered terri- 
tory under bayonet rule, by inaugurating 
another era of military reconstruction. 

Republicanism, as defined by Mr. Whee- 
ler and all the other leaders, means plainly 
that the South is not entitled to govern it- 
self, must not be let alone, but must be 
governed from Washington or by the North. 

This idea practically suspends the Re- 
public and ends the union of free and equal 
States. It is more dangerous than all the 
foolish and purchased utterances of obscure 
sheets, infinitely more dangerous than 
any crime of an individual. 

To show that this construction of the 
Republican attitude is not exaggerated we 
only need to quote this brilliant passage 
from the Vice-President’s speech: 


With immense majorities in Congress and 
every Northern State, and ompipotent to fix 
Me status of its defeated enemies, the Govern- 
ment, with a magnanimity for which the his- 
tory of the world furnishes no parallel, treat- 
ing the contest as one of principle and not of 
personal hatred, and litting itself above the 
low level of a mere sectional triumph, had con- 
doned the crime of treason and rebellion, and 
actually reinvested traitors and rebels with the 
rights they had forfeited, and made them equal 
participants in the privilege they had insolent. 
ly cast off in their mad purpose to destroy the 
national authority. This magnanimity has 
been supplemented by every possible effort to 
inaugurate in the Southern section of this coun- 
try a substantial era of reconciliation and 
peace. Military garrisons have been with- 
drawn, all alleged national interference here- 
totore complained of discontinued, and, con- 
trary to all political precedent, appointments 
to office have been given to thosefwhoa tew 
years ago were moving heaven and earth to 
prostrate the Government and the Union. 


If this means anything it means that if 
the Republican party should elect the next 
President and obtain a majority of both 
houses of Congress it will immediately 
correct the great mistake of allowing the 
South to came back into the Union by 
kicking it out again and beginning another 
and q much more permanent era of military 
ang corrupt reconstruction in the South. 
Nothing but lack of power has prevented 
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Now it is this design against the 
South which is an attempt to break up the 
Government. It is this which threatens 
to-day the peace of the nation. It is the 
party in power and leaders like Mr. Wheeler 
and the Blaines and Chandlers and Conk- 
lings that are rebels to-day. It isan appeal 
like the following, made by the Vice- 
President of the United States, which en- 


} dangers the peace of the country, prevents 


national reconciliation and concord, and 
draws a wide and deep gulf of sectional 
hatred between a people that are, and 
should be, one and inseparable : 

This Solid South, to whom our obligations 
are the irritating token of their subjugation to 
the national authority, now demands that it 
shall be inveated with the sole power of regu- 
lating, collecting and disbursing the revenues 
of the country, upon which its faith rests, 
through which we saved the Government, and 
which, perverted or abused, would cripple and 
destroy its ability to maintain resumption or 
even ite own existence. Whoarethese who, 
to inflame the partisan ignorance, conjure up 
the use of the army as an instrument to over- 
awe State authority, and shout themselves 
hoarse over the phantom? It is the party ot 
Jefferson Davis, under whose order, as Sécre- 
tary ot War, in 1856, United States dragoons 
rode down and dispersed the Free State Legis- 
lature of Kansas. Who are these who prate of 
the treedom of elections and the sanctity of the 
ballot? It isthe party which, by a denial of 
free discussion, by lawlessness, violence and 
assassinations, ballot - box stuffing and the inva- 
sion of meetings and polling-places by bands 
of armed ruffians, has mocked the sanctity of 
the ballot, and has made, in the South, the re- 
publican form of Government guaranteed by 
the Constitution a by-word and a farce. 

Jeff Davis is an old and feeble man, past 
seventy-one years of age, who has no vote and 
has nothing to do with politics. But, when 
the vituperative Vice-President violently 
declaims about the party of Jeff Davis, 
the American Democracy is not afraid to 
meet the charge and repeltheslander. For 
it was the American Democracy that refus- 
ed Mr. Jeff Davis the nomination at Charles- 
ton. It was the Democracy that rather in- 
vited disastrous defeat in 1860 than yield to 
the South. It was the Democracy that 
stood up for the Union, and sent mere men 
into the field than the Republicans. It was 
the Democracy that, after the war, saved 
the Constitution and self-government. It 
was the Democracy, in war and peace, that 
restored whatever Union there is to-day. 
It was the fear of Democracy alone that 
saved this country from another term 
of Grantism and shameless corruption. 
It was the Democracy, again, 
obtaining control of Congress, that restored 
honesty and economy in that body, saved 
in four years over eighty millions of dol- 
lars in the expenses of the Government, 
compelled the withdrawal of soldiers in the 
South, and threw itself like a wall in the 
way of centralization and Cæsarism. And 
it is this same slandered Democracy, whose 
deeds in the service of liberty and self-gov- 
ernment fill the proudest pages of Ameri- 
can history, that founded, fostered and 
saved this republic—that gave us our Jeffer- 
son and Jackson, our Madison, Monroe, 
Marshall and Marcy, our Bentons, Bayards, 
and Seymours, that for the sake of peace 
sacrificed the presidency in 1876—which 
to-day again comprises a large 
majority of the American peo- 
ple, controls a majority of States, has 
a majority in both houses of Congress and 
but for unprecedented Republican frauds 
and crimes would also have the pure and pa- 
triotic Hendricks in the Vice-Presidency in- 
stead of the base partisan whose speech we 


have just reviewed.

In order that we may assume our proper 
position with reterenee to the markets with

each individual inspector should be left free in 
the independent exercise of his own judgment 
while performing his work. 

But in all cases of demand for a review of 
any work that may in the judgment of the 
chief need review, orupon application of any 
member of this Exchange tor a review, the 
Chief Inspector shall review the same in con- 
nection withthe member of the Board of In- 
spectors who has made the original inspection, 
and,in case they shall disagree, the matter 
shall ve referred to the full Board, or such 
as may be accesgible, the decision of the 
majority of whom shall be tinal and binding. 

We further recommend that the Board be 
instructed that no member express 
any opinion concerning the werk of another 
member until officially called to review his 
work. 

‘*Wealso suggest that no member of the 
Board of Inspectors express his opinion upon 
any samples that may be exhibited to him as 
to the grade thereof, and that such opin- 
ion us to grade be given only after an actual re- 
view of the grain where iocated.

HOW OLD IS THE THE WORLD? 


Trying to Ascertain tain When the World 
Was Formed. 


Geologists, astronomers and physicists alike 
have hitherto been baffled in their attempts to 
set up any satisfactory kind of chronometer 
which will approximately measure geological 
time and thus give us some clew to the anti« 
quity of our globe. It is, therefore, worth 

that Mr. Mellard Reade, of Liverpool, 

has lately contributed to the Royal Society a 
very suggestiye paper, in which he endeavors 
to grapple with the question by em- 
“Awloying the limestone rocks of the. earth’s 
crust as an index of geological time. Lime- 
stones have been in course of formation from 
the earliest known geological periods, but it 


would appear that the later found strata are 
more a 2 and that 

ere nfact been a gradu rogressive 
increase of calcareous matter. The very ex- 
tensive deposition of carbonate of lime: over 
wide areas of the ocean bottom at 
the present day is sufficiently attested 
a the recent soundings of the 
Cc llenger. According to the au- 
thor’s estimate the sedimentary crust of the 
earth is at least one mile in average actual 
thickness, of which probably one-tenth con- 
sists of calcareous matter. In seeking the 
origin of this calcareous matter it is assumed 
that the primitive rocks of the original crust 
‘were of the nature of gigantic or basaltic 
rocks. By the disintegration of such rocks 
calcareous and other sedimentary deposits 
have been formed. The amount of lime salts 
in waters which drain districts made up of 
granites and basalts is found, by a compari- 
son of analysis, to be on an average about 3.73 
parts in 100,000 parts of water. It is further 
assumed that the excessed areas of igneous 
rocks, taking an average through- 
out all geological time, will bear to 
the exposures of sedimentary 
rocks aratio of about one to nine. From 
these and other data Mr. Reade concludes 
that the elimination of the calcareous matter 
now found in all the sedimentary strata must 
have occupied at least 600,000,000 of years. 
This, therefore, represents the minimum age 
of the world. The author infers that the form- 
ation of the Laurentian, Cambrian and Silu- 
rian strata must have occupied about200 , 000, 000 
of years: the old red sandstone, the carboni- 
ferous and the poikilitic systems another 2), - 
000,000, and all the other strata the remaining 
200,000,000. Mr. Reade is, therefore, led to 
believ e that geological! time has been enormous- 
ly in excess of the limits urged by certain 
physicists, that it has been ample to allow for 
all the changes which, on the hypothesis of 
evolution, have occurred in the organic world.

A CAIRO MYSTERY. 


Disappearance of Several Ladies of the 

Harem ofthe Mouffetich. 

A From the Egyptian Newsletter.] 
Sinister rumors reach us concerning the 
isappearance of certain ladies who once be- 
longed to the harem of Ismail Saddick, the 
‘celebrated Mouffetich. It will be remember- 
ed that when Ismail Pascha caused his con- 
fident and foster brother to be seized, 
poisoned and thrown into the Nile, the 
women who belonged tohis harem were 
transferred to Kasr-el-Ali. The luxuries 
enjoyed in the harem of the Mouffetich 
had excited great jealousy among the 
women wholived onthe Khedive’s bounty, 
and when finally the rival harem was abol- 


ished and its patron murdered some of the 
women shared, itis said, the same fate. In 
any case, they ’ disappeared in a most mysteri- 
ous manner. The favorites of the Mouffetich 
have never been seen or heard of since. Ismail 
Pasha may have imagined that they knew 
some of the secrets which he sought to oblit- 
erate forever by the death of his confidant and 
Finance Minister. Under such circumstances 
it is natural that the women who composed 
the harem of the ich,and who have sur- 
vived his downfall, should have still preserv- 
ed feelings of resentment ; ; and it appears that 
they had the imprudence to give expression 
to t sentiments. when they heard that the 
Khedive Ismail, the author of all their 
misfortunes, and of the death of their compan- 
ions, had at last been banished from the 
country. Unfortunately they had not reck- 
-oned with Prince Tewfik, and when he heard 
of these manifestations ‘against his father, 
further vengeance was wrought against the 
women who had once belonged to his old ene - 
my, the Mouffetich. Several of these ladies 
bave disappeared. No one knows what 
Prince Tewfik has done withthem. Have 
they been murdered or simply banished? It 
is very improbable that this question will ever 
be answered. The unfortunate women have 
no foreign consuls to protect them; they are 
entirely at the mercy of the Khedive, and the 
present Khedive, it must be remembered. 

was one of the bitterest adversaries of the 
Mouffetich: Perhaps while so much is said 
about reforming Egypt, of protecting the in- 
terests of creditors, bondholders and the 
fellaheen, politicians might also take to heart 
the hopeless and forlorn condition of the

CLOUDS OF MOSQUITOES. 


Men Working With Heavy Sheets Over 
Their Heads. 
[From the New York Evening Telegram. | 

The other day a group of ’longshoremen 
stood on the pier in Lewes, Del., waving 
their bats and handkerchiefs around their 
heads as though filled with enthusiasm 
awakened by some cause that was not then 
apparent. But when the passengers in the 
Old Dominion steamer landed they began 
waving hats and handkerchiefs vigorously. 
The canse of these demonstrations was a 


cloud of mosquitoes. At the railway station 
in Lewes there were fires of pennyroyal and 
other weeds burning in front of the windows 
to drive out the insects, and the passengers 
were glad to get into the smoke and enjoy a 
moment’s immunity from the annoyance. 

At Rheoboth Station, on the Junction and 
Breakwater Railway, the mosquitoes were 
more numerous than in Lewes. The negroes 
in the peach orchards had their heads covered 
with old sheets, with holes cut through for 
their eyes. The men around the depot and 
the passengers in waiting had their heads 
covered with mosquito nets like veils. It was 
impossible to purchase a piece of 8 
netting in the neighborhood. While the 
stages were — 2 a man was stationed at 
the head of each orse to hold the nearly 
frantic anima's. At Rheoboth Beach the 
mosquitoes were thicker than at the station. 
There were at the beginning of the week over 
four hundred guests at the Bright Bouse, and 
on Friday net twenty-five remained. They 
had been driven away by the mosquitoes. Per- 
sons 9 in the streets were nearly ob- 
scured by the clouds of mosquitoes around 
them. By bringing tne hands together a nand- 
ful of mosquitoes could be caught at a single 
sweep. The ladies’ light dresses were almost 
black, so thickly were they covered. The ho- 
tel proprietors were so pestered by the insects 
that they seemed not to care whether their 
guests remained or not. Double nets on the 
windows and darkened rooms gave partial re- 
lief, but the mosquitoes made their way every- 
where. It was only by —＋ a negro over 
each person at the table and the guests could 
partake of their meals. 

It is said that the winds and muggy weather 
brought them from the South Jersey and Del- 
aware swamps, and that the pest would prob- 
ably be. ended with a strong wind from the 
ocean. Sailors say that they met the mosqui- 
toes many miles out at sea—something they 
never before experienced. Nearly all the 
* along the coast were similarly infested, 

ut none of them to the same extent as the 
northern part of Delaware. 


Shot at a Cupola and Killed a Man. 
[From the Norristown Herald. ] 

Last evening, shortly before dusk, George 
Waterfield, a middle-aged painter, was sit- 
ting on the porch in front of Mr. Samuel 
Clayton’s hotel, at Edge Hill village, when he 
suddenly jumped up, walked to the bar-room 
door, exclaimed that he was shot and fell 
dead. A physician who was called in extract- 
ed a minie rifle ball which had lodged in his 
heart. Noone was seen shooting, nor was 
the report ofa firearm heard at the hotel; 
but, after some time, a man who came to the 
hotel stated that he had seen a young man 
named Titus Heilman shooting with arifle at 
Abington Station, half a mile distant, about 
the time of the tragedy. Heilman was sent 
for, and explained that he was practicing 
with a minie rifle by shooting at a ball on the 
cupola of the engine-house atthe station. The 
distance from the station to the hotel is vari- 
ously estimated at from one-half to three- 
1 of a mile, no one putting it under 
the former figure. The hotel stands upon 
high ground, being not less than one hun- 
dred feet above the level of the railroad, and 
the ball must have been what is known among 
marksmen asacurve shot. Deputy Coroner 
Fenton held an inquest, the jury returning a 
verdict of accidental death.
